STATE WARRANTS DEFIED IN 


FRANKFORT. 


Now that the contract for the inter- 


cepting sewer 1ms been let, the board 
of works has commenced to discuss 
the methods of collecting- the assess- 
ments to pay for it . The members 
believe that it is unjust to assess 
every lot alike and it has, therefore, 
been determined to divide the city 
into districts and fix the bencHts of 
each district. Chairman "Kg'yemann 
said this morning' that there would he 
at least eight districts, probably 
more, and admitted that it would 
bo a hard matter to innlce nu assess- 
ment satisfactory to the property 
owners. About 13,000 lots will,be 
assessed to pay for the sewer and tins 
means an average of about $12.50 a 
lot. In some districts the assess- 
ments will be fixed as high ns $20 or 
$25, and in others it will be as low 
as S7 and $B. The one question for 
the board to solve is where to place 
the dividing- lines of the districts. 
Each member o£ the board will prob- 
ably prepare -a plan of districts aud 
the three of them will then meet and 
determine which to adopt. It will 
require many weeks to decide tlie 
matter.

Just before 
we got to the town for about one-half 
mile of the way led right down a 
stream, which was from one to threa 
feet deep, and heavy brush lined both ' 
sides of the bank, so the men had 
to inarch in the water. We found the 
colonel with three companies of the 
First battalion there and the next 
morning, the 13th, we left at 6 
o'clock and arrived just outside of St. 
Tomas, thirteen miles, at G p. m. and 
camped in a beautiful open space 
along a mountain stream of the 
finest, cool water. The next morn- 
ing, the 14th, we went into the city 
and left for Tanauan, two miles, at 4 
p. in., where we stayed during the 
night. From here the First battalion 
was sent to a place about fourteen 
miles distant. Majors Steel and Har- 
tigan joined us here. This place at 
one time had 26,000 inhabitants, and 
the houses are grand—large ball 
rooms, polished floors and furnished 
with the finest furniture, pianos, etc. 


grain, for ten days. 


"The country we went through Is 


mostly very fertile and a great deal 
of com is grown. On the 13th we 
passed a lot of orange trees that were 
just loaded with fruit and every 
had all the oranges he could eat and 
carry. I fed my horse an orange and 
he is just crazy after them. Cocoa- 
nuts and bananas are also plentiful. 
The green cocoanuts have 110 meat, 
but are full of milk; it is fine. I told 
Henderson, the colonel's orderly, to 
drop you a note from Manila, when 
lie left us at Selan, and also Confert, 
who went back from St. Tomas. I 
had no means to write until now and 
I may be able to get this off tomor- 
row. 
I am in perfect health and have 


hardly no sickness in the regiment. 
Oh, I almost forgot. On our march 
the other day I saw a cat that looked 
exactly like Puss; she looked just as 
contented. If I had been able to I 
would have taken her along. I don't 
think I have seen a dozen cats on the 
island so far.

to retire on account of failing health.

system, there is no limit fixed for 
the sessions of the legislature, and 
as a consequence legislators meeting 
in January may protract their delib- 
erations until July or August with 
no visible benefit to the state and at 
heavy expense to the individual 
members who receive a stated sum 
each year, $1,500 in New York, $750 
in Massachusetts and $500 in New 
Jersey. 


In most of the Elates, however, a 


different, plan has been adopted. 
Legislators are paid not by the year, 
but by various sums, from $3 a day 
n Oregon and Kansas and among the 
states having biennial legislative 
sessions, to $8 a day paid in Cali- 
fornia.

it not because the Holy Ghost moved 
them. 
'"'Holy men wrote as they 


were moved

Ghost." 
When we accept the scrip- 


tures as God-breathed there is an- 
other inquiry, quite pertinent at this ! 
juncture: Why were certain miracles 
'nnd movements and self-manifesta- 
tions chosen for explanation and ex- 
position? 
"Why was thc case of the 


healing of the paialytic depicted nt 
length, while the multitudes o£ other 
miraculous cures were not mentioned 
more than as events? 
Our answer is 


that every elaborated record is of 
cases of conspicuous and suggestive 
importance. 
The case of the para- 


lytic I would take to be one of sug- 
gestive valuu. 
It was n malady of 


the body which typified the moral 
malady of sin. 


The patient was suffering1 under 


paralysis. 
Tt is one of the worst 


foes of the flesh. Paralysis, or palsy, 
is defined, or rather described, as the 
loss of the power of muscular action 
due to some interruption of thc nerv- 
ous mechanism by means of which 
muscular action is excited. 
So they 


say paralysis is to be regarded rath- 
er as .1 symptom than a disease itself. 
In this how much we are reminded
